Tbe Comet. 


A few d»ya ago Prof. Swift said the 


comet would appear to delight or crush 
the people ot earth some time between 
November 24 and November 27. The 
suspense will soon be ever. Sunday wil 
be. the 27th, and at 9:30 p. m., not later 
we are assured the comet will appear. 


Prof. Francis Very of Allegheny Ob 


servatory, has been conducting a aeries 
of observations of the comet daring the 
past several days and last night mad 
the announcement that it is a cold body 
which shines only with reflected light. 


The observations of Prof. Very prove 


positively that the movements ot th 
body are accompanied by no meteon 
showers, ana that it has not been so near 
any other heavenly body as to cause ex- 
pectations of • collision. There is also 
no fear of its coming against the eart h 
It is at present in the constellation An 
dromeda and is moving very rapidly 
Prof. Very has made a number of draw 
ings of the heavenly wanderer which wil 
be used in future observations, perhap 
when it returns after many years. Hi 
identifies it positively as Biela'a comet. 


Prof. Hubert A. Newton, of the Yale 


Observatory, in speaking of the meteorio 
shower of laet Wednesday uight says: 


"About 10 o'clock the numbers seen 


here, in spite of ilouting clouds, were 
about ten to tbe minute for one observer 
It has been found by trial thai one per- 
son can not see one-sixth of all the me- 
teors visible in the whole sky, hence tbe 
above number corresponds to at least 
sixty a minute, or at a rate of 3600 an 
honr. 
Whether the display continued 


a whole honr with that intensity can 
not be told from observations here, be- 
cause 
the 
eky : became 
overcast 
shortly after 10 o'clock. This appearance 
of the meteors Jast Wednesdny night 
should not discourage, bat Ehould rather 
encourage, those who are expecting them 
on next Saturday night or Sunday night, 
In 1872 a sprinkle ot these meteors was 
seen in New Haven and in Germantown, 
Pa., .on the evening of the 24th. 
There 


was a magnificent display in Europe on 
the night ot the 24th. That sprinkle and 
the display of last Wednesday night 
belong unquestionably to a third frag- 
ment of the Biela comet, one never seen 
in the telescope, and not to one of the 
two principal fragments seen in 1846 
and 
1852.

about the 27cb of November, and we 
have a fair chance of seeing meteors 
from them on the preceeding or follow- 
ing night.
